This is the danger period of the 
year for motorists, particularly on 
account of the possibilities of carbon 
monoxide poisoning, it is pointed out 
by the Alberta Motor Association. 
Each season, upon the advent of cold 
weather, this deadly poison takes its 
toll of drivers in Alberta amd other 
arts of the country. Every possible 
care should be taken to avoid the 
deadly effects of this gas, it is em- 

| phasized. At this time of the sea- 
son there is a tendency to ‘keep all 
car windows closed, Particularly when 
| starting the car it is advisable tu 
' have the windows open, _~ 
Harastine is far from being com- 
pleted owing to the unsettled weather 
which has prevailed. Many fields are 
waiting for the threshers while 
others are waiting for the combine 
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Official statistics show that in the ten year period, 1929-'38, farm fire 
losses in Canada, exclusive of dwellings, amounted to over $36,000,000 in 
41,705 fires, an average loss of $863 for each of these farm conflagrations, 

Now, over three and half millions of dollars going up in smoke every 
year is a substantial loss to the nation and a loss of $863 represents quite 
@ serious item to the individual. There are very few farmers in the Do- 
minion who could regard the loss of over $800 in the space of a few hours, 
and probably as the result of carelessness, as a matter of little conse- 
quence. 

For this reason, it is highly important that some reflection be given 
to the principal causes of these fire losses on the farm in the hope that 
the knowledge thus gleaned will result in material curtailment of these 
hazards in the future. Fortunately, this problem has been tackled by the 
office of the Dominion fire commissioner at Ottawa, and much valuable in- 
formation has been gained as a result of the study made by officials of 
that department. 

The information, however, is of little practical value unless it is 
digested and borne in mind, with the remedy kept in the forefront as a 


guide for future conduct. 


Eight Major Causes 

Of the known causes of loss of farm property in Canada by fire, it is 
authoritatively stated that eight of them are responsible for 85 per cent. | 
of the total. Since precautions can be taken to eliminate these losses en- 
tirely or reduce them to an infinitesimal minimum, there seems to be no 
reason why the fire loss on the farm should not be curtailed very substan- 
tially. 

There are very special and even more urgent reasons why every pre- 
caution should be taken to prevent an outbreak of fire on the farm. One 
of these is the absence of adequate and mechanized fire fighting apparatus 
which is available in greater or less degree in every town and even in 
some of the smallest of villages. Another reason is the lack of a copious 
supply of water under pressure to fight fire. A third is a lack of man 
power quickly available to detect and cope with outbreaks and a fourth is 
the much greater risk of loss of life by fire in the country in the winter 


To Promote Prediction 


Provinces Pledge Their Support In 
Efforts For Food Supplies 

At a conference between Ministers, 
Deputy Ministers and other officials 
of the Provincial Departments of 
Agriculture and the members of the 
recently formed Agricultural Sup- 
plies Committee, held in Ottawa, 
September 27th and 28th, the fullest 
co-operation of the provinces With 
the committee in any effort to pro- 
mote the production of essential food 
products to meet the needs of Bri- 
tain and her Allies and the people of 
Canada, was pledged. 

Hon, James G. Gardiner, Dominion 
Minister of Agriculture, at the open- 
ing session of the conference said it 
had been called with a view to get- 
ting co-operation in an effort to in- 
sure that food supplies are available 
for the Allies and the people in Can- 
ada. He explained that the fact 
should be kept in mind that the war 
will end some time and consequently 
it would not be advisable to plan 
now on definite lines of production, 
but so that the industry of agricul- 
ture should not be thrown out of 
gear when the war does end. 

Dr. G. S. H. Barton, Deputy Min- 
ister of Agriculture, said that it was 
the hope that the Agricultural Sup- 
plies Committee would act as a 
clearing house for co-ordinating the 
various agricultural services that are 
assigned to do special duties in con- 
nection with the war. He explained | 
that as yet the fullest information 
was not available as to just what 
food products would be required. All 
that the conference could hope to do; 
for the time being is to shape a 
tentative program. One of the big- 
gest contributions to the war efforts 
that can be made, he said, is by the 
sending of supplies for the Allies. 
While it will be necessary to con- 
centrate in this direction, the organ- 
ization must be prepared to be read- 
ily readjusted in the light of needs 
and conditions as they develop, but 
the plans can nevertheless be pre- 
pared on a sound and efficient basis. 

Dr. Barton said it was plainly ap- 
parent that the temper of people of 
Canada is that this war shall not be 
one of great profit to anyone.

_Importance Of Prevention 

All of these factors indicate the importance of practising .preventive 
measures against fire on the farm and especially those which, are related 
to the eight major causes previously cited and which are briefly discussed 
in the following paragraphs: 

1. Defective chimneys and flues—Chimneys should be cleaned out 
regularly and not allowed to burn themselves out, as sparks often escape 
through cracks in the chimney and set fire in the attic, or they may drop 
on dry, combustible roofing, setting fire to it. The safest type of chimney 
is a good brick chimney, built from the ground up and lined with fire clay 
or vitrified clay of a thickness of at least % of an inch. 

2. Sparks on combustible roofs—This hazard can obviously be elimi- 
nated by means of incombustible roofing material instead of a material 
that will ignite readily when exposed to sparks or flying brands from 
other fires. 

8, Lightning—The tremendous toll of life and property damage an- 
nually caused by lightning can be materially reduced by means of well in- 
stalled lightning rods which have proven to be nearly 100 per cent. efficient. 

4, Spontaneous ignition—On farms this occurs most frequently in un- 
dercured or damp hay, although it also takes place in numerous other sub- 
stances. To guard against this hazard, the following precautions: should 
be observed: (a) Cure all hay well; (b) Do not pack the hay; (c) Do not 
place straw, fodder, bundles of grain or grass hay either at the bottom 
or top of mows: of alfalfa, clover or soybean hays; (d) Guard against wet- 
ting of hay in storage from a leaky roof or open doors and windows; (e) 
Ventilate hay as much as possible after it has been stored; (f) Avoid, if 
possible, wide, deep mows. ; 

5. Matches—Make sure that your matches are completely out before 
discarding them. A good practice is to break them in two after the flame 
has been extinguished. Always strike matches away from you. Keep 
matches away from children and do not permit smoking in barns or near 
combustible material. During threshing operations insist on everybody 
clearing their pockets of matches and place them in a safe container. 

* * * * 
The Gasoline Peril 

6. Gasoline or kerosene—Gasoline or kerosene should never be used 
to start or revive a fire. Avoid the use of gasoline, benzine or other in- 
flammable liquids for cleaning floors or clothes, There are safe and cheap 
solvents on the market for these purposes, Never fill lamps, lanterns, kero- 
gene or gasoline stoves, while they are burning. If necessary to keep small 
quantities of gasoline, it should be kept in an approved safety can painted 
red and plainly marked ‘gasoline’. Small quantities of kerosene should be 
kept in closed cans of a size and shape different from that holding gasoline 
in order to lessen the chance of mistaking the one for the other, 

7. Heating equipment—Heating equipment should be properly install- 
ed, operated and maintained.

Representative Of All Parts Of The! 
Dominion 
The first Canadian division author- | 
ized for overseas service is repre- 
sentative of all parts of the Domin- 
fon. It includes famous Highland 
regiments and regulars like the 
Royal Canadian Regiment, the Royal 
22nd of Quebec, and the Princess 
Pats, who were the first combatants 
from Canada in the Great War. 
The patriotic fervor which char- 
acterized the organization and des-, 
patch of the first contingent overseas , 
in 1914 is not in evidence now. But} 
this does not imply that the people! 
of Canada are less anxious or de-| 
termined to rally to the side of the 
motherland than a quarter of a cen-| 
tury ago. It means that they are} 
going about the grim business of 


crushing Hitlerism more  deliber-| 
ately. 
There will be disappointment in 


various parts of Canada because 
regiments with glorious traditions 
are not included in the first division. 
This is unnecessary, for several rea- 
sons. Those embraced in the first} 
draft may not actually be the first 
to go. <A second Canadian division 
may be landed in France almost as 
soon as the first. If the period of 
training necessary to bring the men| 
up to the standard required proves 
that other regiments are fitter, sub- 
stitutions may be made. 

The government ofg Sir Robert 
Borden in 1914 offered to raise a 
division of 22,000 men, which Britain 
accepted. More than 30,000 troops 
from all parts of Canada marched 
into Valcartier within a few weeks, 
and rather than disappoint any one 
the prime minister decided to send 
3li of them to England. After spend- 
ing most of the winter at Salisbury 
Plain, the first division moved over 
to France in February, 1915. Thou- 
sands of supernumerary officers and 
men left behind in England thought 
the war would be over before they 
crossed the channel. Scores wept 
with disappointment.

Locating Oil Deposits 


Chemists Make Analysis Of The Soil 
For Scepage Of Gas 

The oil industry is using a new 
method—soil analysis—to smell out 
rich underground deposits of oil. 

In this radical departure from old 
lines of exploration, the earth’s crust 
is sniffed for seepage of gas in ex- 
tremely minute amounts. from the 
oil-bearing sands, The tests mostly 
ares used on areas where geologists 
believe oil formations may be found. 

The soil analysis differs from 
geological exploration greatly, how- 
ever. Geologists attempt to find 
structures under the earth’s surface 
in which oil most likely would be 
trapped. 


ofl underground, 

Fruit jars are filled with samples 
of the soil. The samples may be 
taken at n depth of a few inches or 
of several feet. The jars of earth go 
to the laboratory and are analyzed 
by a complicated apparatus designed 

and built by Sylvn J. Pirson, head 
of the department of petroleum and 


natural gas engineering of Pennsyl- | 


vania state college. The apparatus 
is accurate to one part in a million. 
There is some gas in all soil and 
the tests - quickly ~-establish the 
normal amount. If samples go above 
the “norm” it is believed the gas 
came from an underground oil pool. 
When the chemist finishes the test, 
the results are turned over to the 
geologist to chart and correlate.

Challenges Science 


Wealth Of New Information Is Ob- | 
tained About The Planet Mars 

Discovery on the planet Mars of a 
new, dark green oasis, and a new 
canal leading to it, and of clouds 
standing at the almost incredible 
altitude of more than 20 miles was 
announced by Earl C; Slipher on his 
return from South Africa. 

He brought 8000 photographs, 
taken at Bloemfontein, at Lamont- 
Hussey Observatory, when the planet 
was closest to earth in 15 years last 
July and August. 

His photos supply @ wealth of in- 
formation, which while not proving 
that there is life and vegetation on| 
Mars, challenges science to find some 
explanation. 

The new oasis is a dark spot 
about 50 miles in diameter below 
and to the right of the lower tip of 
Mars Syrtis Major. The latter is a 
large, dark area, shaped somewhat 
like South America, 

From what would be its “Cape 
Horn” region, Slipher photographed 
and saw, a new canal about 500 
miles long, running off to the right 
and ending in the oasis. 

Neither of these two features had 
exer before been seen on Mars, Un- 
der the theory that vegetation ex- 
plains the dark areas and canals, the 
new formation would indicate pro- 
gress of some sort on the red planet. 

Dr. Slipher said he did not know 
what the dark areas and canals 
were, 

“But,” he added, “if they are not 
vegetation, no suggestion has been 
made that explains them.” 

He also verified another 
which previously had never 
seen clearly.

(2) That through the purchase of 
the entize sugar crops of Australia, 
South Africa, Mauritius, Fiji, and 
the British West Indies, the United 
Kingdom sugar controller now con- 
trolls practically the whole supply 
of raw sugar from which the re- 
quirements of the Canadian people 
are chiefly met; and 

(3) That in view of this situation 
and consequent necessity of co-oper- 
ation with the United Kingdom 
authorities in regard to the supply 
and allocation of raw sugar, the war- 
time prices and trade board deems 
it advisable to appoint a sugar ad- 
ministrator inCanada to make what- 
ever arrangements may be necessary 
to ensure continuity of supply and

Dies In Exile ‘ 


Count Von Bernstorff Was Promi- 
nent Figure In Great War 

Count Johann Henrich von Bern- 
storff, German ambassador whose as- 
signment in Washington ended with 
the United States’ entry into the 
Great War in 1917, died in Geneva 
of heart disease, a refugee from his 
own country since the rise of the 
Hitler regime. 

Von Bernstorff, the last ambas- 
sador to represent Imperial Germany 
in the United States capital, was 76. 
At his bedside was his wife. the 
former Jeanne Luckemeyer, of New 
York, 

Von Bernstorff, a leading social 
figure in pre-war Washington, and 
an object of American hatred in 
1917, lived almost as a recluse for 
the past five years. 

He came of a noted German 
diplomatic family. His father was 
ambassador to Great Britain when 
Johann was born in London in 1862. 
The younger Bernstorff was sent to 
the United States in 1908. He served 
in Washington until he was given 
his passport Feb. 3, 1917, two months 
before United States declared war. 

He often warned his government 
in 1914 that its course was leading 
the United States into the war. 

“My task was done when the 
Lusitania incident was disposed of 
without America’s entry into the 
war,” he once remarked, ‘After that, 
the question of peace or war depend- 
ed not on me, but upon the Wilhelm- 
strasse and the great army head- 
quarters. 

“They knew exactly that a repe- 
tition of the Lusitania incident or the 
unlimited extension of submarine 
warfare would automatically mean 
war with the United States. But 
they would not listen.”
